T he haying season bids fair 
to be som ew hat delayed, as the grow th of 
grain has been very slight, for w ant of 
m oisture, during th e past few weeks, to 
w hat it would otherw ise-have been, but 
w ith a good soaking rain now, it will take 
a new start, and thus be longer in m atur­ 
ing. 
The fruit crop is m ost prom ising, as 
a rule, and w ith ordinary prices, the eash 
product in the State will he very large. 


IT RK WATER FOR HORSES. 
An exchange says, with much truth, th at 
m any farmers are too careless about provid­ 
ing ‘.rood watering places and good water 
for their horses. 
V ery often farm horses 
¡ire compelled to drm k from creeks and 
brooks', which are liable to run low in the 
sum m er season, w hen the w ater becomes 
low and unlit for any living thing to drink. 
Even this m av do for horses that are in 
pasture, but w hen horses that work hard 
arc compelled to quench their thirst at 
such places, it is not only inhum an, but 
unprofitable as well. Not only w ells of 
good water should be provided, but good 
troughs so arranged that the w ater left in 
from one tim e to another can be drained 
off and a fresh supply furnished before the 
horses arc allowed to drink. Good pure 
w ater is as essential for the w elfare of the 
horse as good food, and no other essential 
is so easily provided— [Reno Gazette. 


DISASTER TO APRICOT TREES. 
I. H . Thom a, of Visalia, writes to the 
Rural PrtJiS as follows : 
“ 1 have just re­ 
turned from a tour of inspection of the 
orchards in T ulare and Fresno counties, 
anti find the apricot trees from tw o to live 
years old dyingjto an alarm ing extent. 
In 
som e orchards tlie top is one-fourth of the 
trees. A fter careful exam ination I find 
that in all instances, w hether the trees have 
been grafted on the peach, plum or almond, 
th a t the roots below the graft or hud seem 
to be perfectly healthy and the disease en­ 
tirely in the apricot wood. W here the 
land" is the warm est and m ost sandy the 
percentage oí loss is the greatest—in fact, 
but few have died on heavy, cold soil. 
In 
some instances one-half of the tree- will die 
and the rem ainder of the branches appear 
hcalthv. There has been sufficient vitality 
in the trees to bring out the leaves over the 
trees, and some of the term inal buds have 
made a growth of two inches, and in some 
instances the fruit is as large as quail eggs. 
A great m any of the trees are bursting out 
buds through the heavy bark, a foot or so 
above the union of the buds and roots. 
I 
have not heard from any other portion of 
the State except this county and Fresno: 
the loss in these counties will be heavy. 
J 
th in k the cause is climatic, and give this as 
m y theory for w hat it is w orth : The past 
season was very favorable for tree growth, 
and the trees grew vigorously. The rain 
cam e early in the fall, w hich kept them 
grow ing too late to m ature the wood, and 
about the first of February the w eather was 
quite warm, w hich started the sap to flow­ 
ing, and after this we had some cold 
weather, which congested the s:q> and 
caused it to sour, hence the death of the 
1rees. 
I come to tiiis conclusion from the 
fact that the sandier and w arm er the land 
the greater the percentage of death. 
In 
som e instances 1 have seen, w here a sand 
streak runs through an orchard, all the 
trees on the sand are dead or dying, while 
the trees on the heavy ground,' w ithin 
tw enty feet of them , are not affected. The 
apricot crop here is quite light. 
1 he trees 
were full of fruit buds, but they did not 
bloom out. I account for that from the fact 
that the trees grew very late and thrifty, and 
w e had an unusually early frost last fall, 
w hich killed the buds before they matured. 
m any apricot trees dying is quite alarm ­ 
ing. and we fruit-growers would like the 
opinion of anyone expressed freely as to 
w hat they think is the cause.’’ 
THE HIOGEST BUTTER RECORD. 
A Jersey cow in H am ilton. Ont., owned 
by V. E. Fuller, has produced ltd pounds, 
12j ounces of butler in seven days. 
The 
test was made bv a com m ittee of the A m er­ 
ican Jersey I attic Club, and it began Sep­ 
tem ber 2.’!, 1 * *4. The cow was 5-1 years 
oi l, and tlie care and feeding were at the 
pleasure of her owner. She was fed on rich 
food before the test began, having in view 
th e production of 
the 
largest possible 
am ount of cream. 
W hen the test began 
she was in a poor pasture, but her feed was 
as follows : Twenty quarts ground oats. io 
quarts peameal. 3 quarts ground oilcake, 2 
quarts wheat bran : and this was increased 
up to about 50 quarts por day, the composi­ 
tion of the above food being varied. 
She 
was also fed a small quantity of roots and 
cabbages and a few apples. 
8he always 
appeared, excepting once, greedy for her 
food. T his was divided up into five or 
seven feeds. This feed m ust have cost 
about $1 25 a day. 
H er butter yield would 
bring about $1 58. This is not a very profit­ 
able business. A cow that wottid m ake two 
pounds of butter a day on averatre feed, 
costing from 20 to 25 cents a day, would be 
m ore profitable. This one cow is worth 
m ore as a curiosity, and her record as an 
exam ple of w hat can be done, than for any 
profit to be got from her.—[Lowell < ’ourier. 
MUI.BERRY TREES. 
Mulberry trees grow rapidly from cut­ 
tings. They attain large size, and their 
<len*e, bright green foliage m akes them very 
desirable for tim ber, shade or ornam ent- 
Itut the best varieties are more valuable for 
their enorm ous yield of fruit. 
I have a 
tree six years old, from a cutting of the 
Hicks variety, ten inches in diameter, thirty 
feet tall, tw enty feel spread of top, that 
bore twelve bushels oí berries, som e of 
them two inches long, last sum m er. This 
variety is insipid, but is greedily eaten by 
fowls and hogs, anil supplying, as they can 
be made to do, chicken and hog feed tor the 
tw o m onths preceding harvest, they are a 
valuable adjunct to farm product-. 
All 
the dark-fruited varieties 
attract birds, 
alluring them away from cherries and other 
early fruits. 
By tiiis means 1 have saved 
hundreds of pounds of cherries every year, 
w hile my neighbors, having no m ulberry 
protection against birds, never get a cherry.

HOUSEHOLD MELAXGE. 


Cotton seed meal is an excellent fertilizer 
for flower plants in pots, as it is rich in 
am m onia. 
Mix it w ith ten times its own 
bulk of earth. 
Pieces of cheese cloth m ake the very best 
kind of dusters. H em the edges, and have 
a large enough supply so that one set tan 
be washed each day. 
M ahogany furniture should be washed 
with warm water and soap: an application 
of be* swax and sweet oil upon a soft cloth, 
and polished with chamois, gives a rich 
finish. 
To restore gilding to picture frames, re­ 
m ove all dust with a soft brush, and wash 
She gilding in warm water, in w hich an 
onion has been boiled: dry quickly with 
soft rags. 
To take rust out of steel rub the steel 
w ith sw eet oil ; in a day or two rub with 
finely powdered tinsiaeked lim e until the 
rnst all disappears, then oil again, roll in 
woolen and put in a dry place, c?i>ecially if 
it he table cutlery. 
To m end china or broken earthenware, 
take a very thick solution of gum arabic in 
w ater and stir into it plaster of Paris until 
th e m ixture becomes of the consistency of 
cream . 
Apply w ith a brush to the broken 
edges of the ware and join together. 
A n easy and perfectly satisfactory way to 
cook a custard is to put it into a pudding 
dish or tin basin, and set it into a pan of 
hot water placed in a m oderately hot oven. 
About h a lf an hour's cooking will be re­ 
quired, and there is not the least danger of 
burning. 
An inexpensive but neat table-cover for a 
com m on room is m ade by taking a square 
of cretonne for the center. Choose cretonne 
w ith very sm all figures, and of not too 
bright colors; for a border put a band of 
linen around it—dark-drab linen; fringe 
this out, and m ake quite a deep fringe;

A daring landlord in Berlin has intro­ 
duced paper plates. Bread and butter, cakes 
and sim ilar articles were served on a pretty 
punier m ache plate, having a border in re­ 
lief anil resembling porcelain. T he land­ 
lord liked them because they were so cheap 
they could be throw n aw ay after once 
using; waiters liked them for their light­ 
ness and because they were neither to he 
washed nor broken, and guests were de­ 
lighted to take them away as souvenirs. 
An excellent pudding is m ade in this 
way : Cut apples into halves, peel and cere 
them , put some dates or prunes from which 
the stones have been removed in the place 
of the cores; cover them with cold, boiled 
rice; moisten the rice well w ith m ilk and 
water, putting in enough so th at the apples 
will not burn down on the bottom ot the 
dish ; hake in a m oderate oven for an h o u r; 
cover th e pudding dish if there is danger of 
the rice becoming too brow n; serve with 
sauce m ade of one well-beaten egg, one 
pint of m ilk, one cup of sugar, a littlo 
grated nutm eg or mace. 


In terestin g V egetable Form s. 
A recent German publication contains a 
description of a new electric plant th at has 
been christened Phytolacca eléctrica, which 
possesses strongly m arked electro-magnetic 
properties. In breaking a twig the hand 
receives a shock th at resembles the sensa­ 
tion produced by an induction coil. E x­ 
perim ents m ade on this plant w ith a small 
compass showed that th e compass was 
affected by it at the distance of about tw enty 
feet. On a nearer approach the needle vi­ 
brated, and finally began to revolve quite 
rapidly. 
The phenom ena was repeated in 
reverse order on receding from tuc plant. 
T he energy of the influence varied with the 
tim e of day—being strongest about 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and becoming alm ost noth­ 
ing 
during 
the 
night, 
it 
was

great! v 
increased in storm y 
w eather; 
and "when 
it 
rains the plant seems 
to w ither. 
It is said that no birds or insects 
arc ever seen on or about tiiis plant. The 
soil where it grew contained no m agnetic 
metal like iron, cobalt, or nickel, and it is 
evident the p lan t itself possessed this elec­ 
trical property. A bush, the fruit of which 
is called soapberry, is found in great abund­ 
ance throughout Alaska. The fruit, when 
ripe, is a sm all red berry, of a juicy and 
quinine taste, and is generally biennial. 
If 
a quart of these berries be placed in a tub 
capable of bolding a bushel, and well 
stirred, they will form a suds or froth that 
will completely fill the tub. The more it 
is stirred with 'the hand the thicker it be­ 
comes, until it can he cut w ith a knife. A 
whole fam ily of the natives will gather 
around the tub and cat this frothy substance 
w ith horn or wooden spoons. The taste 
for it is doubtless an acquired one, bu t the 
article is quite popular. The red color of 
the berries gives a beautiful pink color to 
the froth. The froth m ay be m ade from 
the green berries, but i t is not so highly 
flavored and is w hite in color. 
Foreigners 
m ix som e of the froth with their wine, 
sweetening w ith sugar, when it is claimed 
to be quite a luxury. 
A tree known as the 
rain tree {PUhccellobiviii Saman) is found in 
the dryer parts of South America. This 
tree grows to the bight of sixty feet, and its 
leaves have the peculiar property of con­ 
densing the m oisture from the atmosphere. 
■So copious is this condensation that a con­ 
tinual show er falls from the leaves and 
branches u ntil the surrounding soil is con­ 
verted into a veritable m arsh. 
l’laces that 
would otherwise be barren desert are by 
this m eans covered w ith the most lu x u ri­ 
ant forests. 
It is said the B ritish Govern­ 
m ent is introducing this tree into India to 
counteract the aridity of portions of th at 
country.—[M eehan's Gardeners’ M onthly.

In going from Paris to Geneva via Dijon 
we passed through the best portions of 
France. 
For hundreds of m iles every inch 
of land is cultivated. The abrupt sidehids 
are in grapevines and the flat land in grain» 
lle re we see the phenom enon of double 
crops—a crop of grain and vegetables grow­ 
ing under a crop of trees. 
The N orm andy 
poplar trees are from an inch to three feet 
in diam eter. 
They are planted thickly, but 
give no shade. They are trim m ed w ithin 
six feet of the tops. The boughs, w hich are 
cut off every year m ake faggots enough to 
warm France. 
We often see men and 
women cradling wheat or hoeing beets in 
the m idst of a wood giving no shade. 
W hen you look Across the country the 
tall, bo’ughless 
trunks 
look like black 
streaks painted against the sky. 
They 
m ake the view very picturesque. 
Our 
farm ers on the prairies could plant black 
w alnut trees where they w ant fences, trim 
them to the tops, preventing shade, and 
then string barb wire on the trunks for 
fences. A t the end of fifty years the black 
w alnut trees on a m an’s "farm would be 
w orth more than his fa rm ! 
W ood in 
France is sold for a third o f a cent a pound. 
It is w orth as m uch as corn in Kansas by 
the pound. So w hen th e Kansas m an 
burns corn he is no more profligate than 
the Frenchm an who burns faggots. The 
Frenchm an would never think of burning 
wood to heat his house, 
lie sits in the 
cold all w inter long, only using wood to 
cook w ith. T he average farm er does not 
know enough to buy coal or kerosene yet. 
H e doe3 not live as well as the poorest 
negro in the South. 
H e has no hom e com­ 
forts; poverty and ignorance arc his com­ 
panions. 
France is literally one large garden. 
Everv inch of soil is cultivated. 
In riding 
t 
. 
hogs. The farm ers have usually from one 
t j ten acres. Some farmers have h alf an 
acre, and some have as m any as twenty 
acres. They are usually from 30 to 300 feet 
wide, and l'rom 1,500 to 2,000 feet long. 
There are no fences between them . 
W hen I asked a French tarm cr how his 
farm happened, like all the rest, to be so 
long and narrow, he said : 
“ It has been divided up so often. AVhen 
a French father dies he divides his farm, 
and each one of his children has an equal 
share, 
lie always divides it lengthwise, 
so as to give each one a long strip. The 
long strips are easily cultivated, because we 
plow lengthways. These strips always run 
north and south, so that the sun can shine 
into the rows.” 
“ H ow large is your farm ?” I asked. 
“ My father’s farm was 300 feet wide and 
2,000 feet long. 
W hen he died m y brother 
had half. 
Now m y farm is 150 feel wide 
and 2,000 feet long. It is quite a large farm. 
There are m any farm s m uch sm aller than 
m ine.” 
“ W hat do you plant in it?" I asked. 
“ See over there," he said, pointing to 
w hat seem ed to he a gigantic piece of 
striped carpet, “ is a strip of wheat GO feet 
wide. T hen comes a strip of potatoes 25 
feet wide. T hen comes 40 feet of oats, then 
10 feet of carrots, 20 feet of alfalfa (luzeme), 
10 feet of inangel-wurzols, 5 feet of onions, 
5 feet of cabbages, and the rest is in flowers, 
peas, currants, gooseberries and little veg­ 
etables.” 
“ Gan you support your fam ily on a’farm 
150 feet wide and 2,000 feet long?’’ I asked, 
for the narrow strip seemed like u m ail’s 
dooryard in America. 
“ Huppi rt m y fam ily?” he exclaimed. 
“ W hy, the farm is too large for us. 
J rent 
part of it out now.” 
" B u t your house," 1 said, '“ where's 
th at?” 
“ Oh th at’s in town. 
Five families live 
in one house there. My wife and I come 
out here every m orning to work and go in 
a t night.” 
“ Does your wife alwavs work in the 
field?” 
"Y e s; m y w ile,” lie continued, pointing 
to a barefooted and bareheaded woman, 
at least six feet around the waist " she can 
do more w ork than I can. She pitches the 
hay to me on the stack. 
All the French 
women work in the field. 
W hy not? 
They have nothing to do at hom e.’’ 
T his is true. The wife of a French, 
English, Irish or German farm er has noth­ 
ing to do at home. They do not " keep 
house,” like the wives of American farmers. 
They have no house to keep. The huts 
they live in are like stables. They live in 
the same building w ith their horses, hens 
and pigs. They never wash a floor. There 
is never a table-cloth. 
They live like 
brutes. 
The handsom e farm -house off by 
itself, surrounded by trees and gardens, 
does not exist in France. They live no 
better and are really no better oil’ than 
were th e slaves of the South before the war. 
French farm ers always congregate in little 
tum ble-down villages situated about two 
miles apart. 
These villages may liavebecn 
built 300 years ag‘>. The roofs arc moss- 
covered, the houses are dirty, and rem ind 
one of a country poor-house in New Eng­ 
land. 
There are m illions of farms in 
France containing from a quarter of an acre 
to four acres. 
Í find that an acre and a half is about all 
the most am bitious m an wants. The rent 
fur land is always one-half the crop. 
The 
land is worth about $400 an acre, or, if in 
grapes, $000. This is why France is like a 
garden, 
in 
England there arc 227,000 
iand-ow ners; in France there are 7,000,000 
land-owners. 
The Frenchm an on his two 
acres,with his barefooted wife cutting grain 
with a sickle by his side, is happy and con­ 
tented, because lie knows no better, 
¡such 
a degrading life would drive an American 
farm er mad. 
The Frenchm an thrives be­ 
cause he spends nothing. H e lias no wants 
beyond the coarsest food, and the washings 
of the grape-skiu after the wine is made. 
Yes, he is thrifty. 
He saves m oney, too. 
The aggregated wealth of 30,000,000 poor, 
degraded, 
barefooted 
peasants 
m akes 
France rich. 
The 
ignorance 
of 
the 
French farm er 
is 
appalling. 
Í 
never 
saw a newspaper in a 
French 
farm 
village. Their wants are no more than the 
wants o f a horse. The Frenchm an eats the 
coarsest food—about the sam e as he feeds 
his horse. 
H e will eat coarse bread and 
w ine for breakfast; soup, bread and wine 
for dinner, and perhaps bread and m ilk for 
supper; he does not know w hat tea or cof­ 
fee is. The negroes of the South live like 
kings compared to a French farmer. Still 
the Frenchm an is satisfied 
because he 
knows no better. 
W hen I asked a French 
farm er who was cultivating his farm (150 
by 1,5001 if lie saved any money, lie said : 
" Oh, not much. 
1 go to all the fetes. 
1 
laid by 500 franes $100; last year. 1 put it in 
the Gai.sse d ’Epurgue. ’ 
W hat is that '.’ I asked of the landlord. 
T hat is the G overnm ent savings bank. 
The Governm ent takes the m oney of tlie 
poor, tip to 1,000 francs, anil gives them 
3J per c u t. fur its use. The peasant farm­ 
ers uf France have nearly $800,Ü00,C¡X> on 
deposit in these savings batiks. 
These 
po r, degraded, half-fed farmers keep the 
French treasury full of money. 
T he French farm er loves the republic, 
but the p eu p lc of I’aris hate it. 
The em ­ 
pire made Paris. 
W ithout trie em pire 
trade is bad in Paris; so * Paris sighs for 
some Louis X IY . or Napoleon 111. to come 
and establish an expensive eourt again. 
1 
asked a farm er near Dijon if lie preferred 
the republic to the empire. 
•• Yes,” he said, " but we m ost of all want 
peace. W e are sick of war. 
If the em pire 
comes they will want us to light. We want 
to stay at Iiuinc on our farms. 
Frenchm en 
do pot like to tight. 
The Parisians w ant 
an Kin fiero r who w ill collect m illions of 
dollars from the country and spend it on 
opera houses 
and public buildings in 
Paris.”

Size o f T elesco p e* . 
At the last m eeting of the California 
Academy of Sciences Professor Davidson 
presided. 
H e stated that he had conversed 
with a num ber of astronom ers during his 
recent Eastern visit, and it seemed to be the 
general opinion tiiat the lim it of size of 
telescopes had been reached for observa­ 
tions of precision. The largest telescopes 
had the advantage of collecting more light, 
but as precise observations could not be 
made w ith them as w ith sm aller instru­ 
m ents. This was due to inherent defects 
in all large instrum ents. 
In all large tele­ 
scopes certain great mechanical difficulties 
are m et with. 
The great size of the disks 
of glass causes them to slightly " sag,” 
or become “ deformed,” 
when 
placed 
horizontally, which would not be the case 
when vertical, and the sagging would al­ 
ter w ith the curvatures, which naturally 
interferes with the exactness of the image 
at the focus. 
In fact, it seemed th at the 
best work of precision was being done with 
six, eight or ten-inch glasses, although fine 
work is done w ith the present large one. 
W hile East, Professor Davidson had called 
on A I van Clark A Sons, who are grinding 
the glass for the large Lick telescope, 
lie 
saw the flint disk they had completed. The 
few defects were contained w ithin the ag­ 
gregate area oí a square inch, and would 
have no evil effect. 
They had received 
word from Eeil A Co., of Paris, that work 
was being prosecuted on two crown-glass 
masses, one of which it was hoped would 
be found satisfactory. 
There have been 
nineteen failures already, however, so they 
could not be sure of those under way.— 
[M ining and Scientific Press. 


T eh u a n t e pe c S h ip 
R a il w a y 
Conces­ 
sio n s.—As a result of Captain Eads’ late 
visit to Mexico, it appears th at the Govern­ 
m ent has m ade im portant am endm ents to 
the concession for the Tehuantepec Ship 
Railway. 
Mexico guarantees the net reve­ 
nue of the com pany to the extent of $1,­ 
250,000 per annum for fifteen years after 
the completion of the road, and gives it tHe 
right to ask for additional guarantees from 
other G overnm ents to the am ount of S2.- 
500,000 per annum , or a total of $3,75*1,000, 
or four per cent, on $03,000,000. 
O ther 
guaranteeing Governments may have a 
rebate o f 25 per cent, on their commerce for 
thirty years, and a representation of two- 
ninths in th e Board of Directors. 
The 
com pany has the right to establish coaling 
stations and to im port coal free of duty, to 
furnish ships in transit, and also the right 
to collect all tolls, except those from Mex­ 
ican commerce, in gold, a difference in 
favor of the com pany of about 18 per cent. 
There are several oilier m inor concessions 
granted, such as the right to establish two 
tow-boat lines independent of taxation, and 
to collect harbor dues.—[Am erican Engi­ 
neer. 


8 it e r s Eiu ng T r a i n B e li. R o te s .—The 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company has re­ 
cently introduced on it* passenger trains 
the W estinghonse train signal in piace of 
the ordinary bell rope. 
T he new signal 
consists of a tube containing air at a press­ 
ure o! fifteen pounds, w hich runs from a 
whistle in the engineer's cab to the rear of 
the train. 
Any dim inution of the pressure 
in the tube causes the w histle to sound. In 
each car of the train i* a valve, under con­ 
trol of th e brakem an, w hich upon being 
opened allows the escape of the compressed 
air from the signal tube, causing the whis­ 
tle to sound instantaneously. 
If the train 
is broken in two the effect upon the whistle 
is the same as when the valve is used. The 
air is supplied by the sam e air-pum p that 
supplies the brakes.—[Railway News,

light, 
heat, 
electricity, 
m agnetism , color, music, ami in fact all 
things known, are produced by m odes of 
motion. 
It is then by the effect o f nnJtion 
that we practically know and interpret all 
things about us. 
Jf we study the form of 
the motion of the w ind we may learn how 
to take advantage of its use in the distribu­ 
tion of the products of the world, and from 
such study learn to know ami use other 
forms of force, as nature can only proceed 
by recbrocal action. Thus we find a direct 
m ethod of procedure in education. 
W e 
cannot obtain a true knowledge from read­ 
ing exclusively, but m ust come in contact 
w ith things in order to get a true im age of 
that w hich we wish to know. 
T hus may 
be discovered the use of large collections of 
the products and goods of 
the world 
in m useum s, to be used in practical study 
as educators, w ith an effect too great to be 
m easured. 
E xam ine the history of the 
m useum , and schools attached, founded 
about 300 years B. (’. by Ptolemy 8oter, at 
th e city of A lexandria, and note their in ­ 
fluence on succeeding ages, acting largely 
upon the present, and no doubt will con­ 
tinue as long as tim e may he useful to m an. 
But let us not spend too m uch tim e with 
the ancients, but rather try to understand 
the things about us, pressing for recognition 
a t tlie opening of every door. T here are 
m any useful things that m ay he know n by 
exam ining 
the 
m achine 
shops, mills, 
depots of agricultural m achines, and gen­ 
eral trailers about us. 
It is not a new 
idea th a t children 
should learn to do 
those things w hich they ought to practice 
when they become m en and women. This 
idea has been slow of growth, but from its 
activity to-day, there is prom ise of an 
abundant harvest. 
M ankind are prone to 
look for help a great way off', even when 
the elem ents best suited for their purpose 
are nigh, w ithin, and about them . 
A shin­ 
ing exam ple of the m ethods of teaching 
theory and practice together m ay be found 
in our m idst, unfolding the physical, moral, 
rocial, intellectual, and economical facul­ 
ties, and stim ulating a love of the study of 
science and a rt; affecting all th at come 
w ithin its influence, ■'« dujrec, according 
with their present condition; a thorough 
exam ination of which, will abundantly re­ 
ward anj’ one w ishing to learn to econo­ 
mize tim e am! labor, in the process of edu­ 
cation. 
N ature lias no prejudice against 
individuals, or claves, in her processes of 
education, but proceeds with her purpose, 
using the strongest and most active power 
at hand, in accordance w ith the universal 
law governing all growth.

I made no further examination of hi** 
teeth at that time, as ho expressed a desire 
to make an appointment with me in a few 
days, to have what further done would be 
found necessary for the health and com­ 
fort of his ntouth, and for the reason 
that he wished time to recuperate from 
the distressing pain, sleeplessness, etc., 
from which he liad been suffering. On 
the 14th of the same month I ^again 
saw him, and carefully examined his re­ 
maining teeth. The iirst to particularly 
attract my attention were the second anil 
third molars, back of the place from which 
I had previously removed the first, name­ 
ly. the upper second and third molars 
both of which were projected from a quar­ 
ter to three-eighths of an inch down trom 
their original positions, the necks and roots 
coated quite thickly with dark brown or 
black tartar. The sockets in consequence 
are almost entirely absorbed, and the teeth 
so loose that they might easily have been 
removed with the ancient lead forceps. 
In 
addition to this, the second molar was very 
badly decayed, the side broken and the 
pul]) dead. The gum around these teeth 
was highly inflamed, which inflammation 
extended to the roof of the mouth and back 
into the fauces. 
Finding these teeth in So 
deplorable a condition, and there being no 
antagonizing teeth. 1 advised their imme­ 
diate removal, believing as I did then and 
do now, that they had more or less to do in 
aggravating, at ‘least, the disease which 
then, and which had for five months pre­ 
viously, existed in his throat and upon his 
tongue, lie consented, ami I at once re­ 
moved the teeth. I then removed some of 
the tartar from other teeth in his mouth and 
dismissed him. 
I again saw him on the 
17th of the same month, at which time I 
thoroughly cleansed the remaining teeth 
and put in some filling, all that was neces­ 
sary to do upon the teetli remaining in his 
mouth. 
I have previously said that I be­ 
lieved the teeth J removed to have hcc-n 
more or less instrumental in aggravating 
the disease of his throat and tongue. How 
long the teeth had been in the condition 
generally in which 1J found them I am un­ 
able to say, but I presume(and I judge from 
all the conditions) that it hud been for 
many years. If we take into consideration 
the highly inflamed condition of that region 
uf his mouth, the rough surfaces of broken 
teeth an«i the tartar covering them, against 
w hich that side of the tongue was almost 
constantly rubbing, I would ask if I aru not 
justified in concluding that the disease front 
which the General is now suffering lias not 
had sufficient cause for its development in 
the constant irritants here described, in 
stead of attributing it to the habit of smok­ 
ing, which seems to be the general opinion 
at least among the laity. 
1 hope that this 
case may he a solemn warning to those ad­ 
vancing in years against the tolerance of 
any rough surfaces 'such as here described 
in their mouths, bv which the tongue or 
cheek inu> he kept in a state of constant ir- 
ritution.”

class of people are of those who desire help 
to help themselves, and need charitable 
aid, as a rule, for the least measure of 
time. 
Those who clamor at the doors of 
public societies disbursing the contribu­ 
tions of the charitable, are largely pen 
sioners, and do the very least to help 
themselves. They are generally so per­ 
sistent that the associations arc given 
small opportunity, and are stripped of the 
means to hunt up unpretentious distress 
and relieve it. 
It will be agreed that the 
first class should be made, just so far as is 
possible, 
to lielp 
itself; 
the 
second 
class needs no urging in that direction. 
It 
was long the general conviction that the 
best method of extending charitable aid 
was by what is known as the outdoor sys­ 
tem of relief with public funds, as opposed 
to the poorliouse methods. 
It was held 
that it contributed the least to laziness 
and habitual mendicancy; that it did the 
most to encourage personal exertion; that 
it gave broad opportunity for the exercise 
of private charity; that it lessened the pe­ 
riod in which relief is needed ; that it coii- 
fined the aid given to actual necessaries; 
that it did not lead the rich to believe 
their 
whole 
duty 
done 
when 
they 
paid their poor-taxes. 
It is admitted that 
this 
system 
is 
lame 
in 
its 
lack 
of 
method 
in 
searching 
out 
all 
who are in need and entitled to their share 
of public charity, and in perfectly adjusting 
public agencies for distribution to them. 
But the question has another side, one that 
is weighty with the force of actual experi­ 
ment, under which the system failed. Mal- 
tlius pointed out that dependent poverty 
ought to be Iield disgraceful, and that j>oor 
laws tend to minimize the spirit of inde­ 
pendence. The subject of the operation 
and wisdom of the poor laws of Kngland 
for years engaged in debate the best mind-, 
of the world concerning which the intelli­ 
gent reader, it must be assumed, is well in­ 
formed. 
It must suffice to say now that 
out-door relief then lowered wages, lessened 
the willingness to !a!>or, created a perma­ 
nently dependent class, and impoverished 
the poor still more, and that upon tlus-e 
facts the l>cst thought of the country 
finally agreed. 
We did not lend our aid to 
the effort to enlarge the scope of the Cali­ 
fornia poor laws bust winter, because we 
were not convinced that it was wise action. 
Now that the Legislature has adjourned, 
aud before the approach of another winter, 
the people have opportunity to thoroughly 
discuss this whole subject, and evolve the 
truth as it is under California conditions. 
We have barely glanced at the subject, 
and not in the special order of its branches - 
bnt sufficient has been said to show how 
broad, varied and profoundly interesting it 
is. 
In a subsequent urticle we propose to 
consider further as to the best means to be 
adopted to aid the poor. In the mean time 
how better can thophilanlrophicand broad­ 
minded tax-paying class of people engage 
themselves, than to associate together after 
the Eastern plan in a society to debate and 
conceive the last methods of disbursing 
charity, but without any thought of tram­ 
meling the present noble associations, but 
rather to aid, elevate and perfect their sys­ 
tems.

METHODS OF CHARITY. 


Methods for the relief of distress have 
nlwavs !>eoii open questions of debute. 
Most modern methods of disbursing char­ 
ity are admitedlv faulty. 
If people are to 
be their own almoners, they are very 
likely to be imposed upon by the un­ 
scrupulous, while the deserving and modttd 
poor are apt to be neglected. 
There are 
men and women who disburse charity 
funds for themselves witlt a large degree of 


c are, and only after examination into the 
worthiness of the objects of their considera­ 
tion. 
But these are the few. 
For the 
maiv-es there must l>e reliance upon or­ 
ganized charities. 
It is the cxjicricnee, 
however, of even the test of these, that 
imjmsition (annot be wholly avoided, and 
that many of the worthy suffering ¡toor arc 
not reached. 
In short, very few of ottr re­ 
lief associations are at all satisfied with 
their own system. 
From this statement, 
however, must be excepted the “ homes” of 
various kinds, which confine their efforts to 
those immediately within the walls of 
tuch asylums or retreats. The most of 
these are open to public inspection, and no 
serious misapplication of charity funds by 
them is likely to escapo notice. 
At the 
East a new movement is on foot to organ­ 
ize associations, the purpose which is to 
examine into this whole question aud bring 
alxmt reforms in all the methods now 
in vogue for the disbursement of charita­ 
ble fund». 
If prosecuted with any meas­ 
urable degree of wisdom, these new socie­ 
ties must result beneficially. 
It is needful 
first to know the source and cause of 
a serious ill before attem pting to apply 
remedies, and this is w hat the new socie­ 
ties propose to do. 
In this State-it lias 
been seriously debated whether or not the 
entire matter of relief of the j«x>r should 
not become a public charge. 
W hile it is 
true, as Mrs. Josephine Ixiweli ¡>oints out 
in her recent admirable monograph upon 
this subject, that it is not right to tax one 
part of the community for the benefit of 
another, except it inures to the benefit of 
both in the end, it is also true that organ­ 
ized society, known as government, is in 
duty lxmnd to decrea-e, so far as it can, the 
•urn of hitman suffering, for it there! y 
contributes to the welfare of the whole 
body of society. Public relief according

CONGRESSMAN HENLEY. 


Mr. Congressman Ilcnley was the author 
of a document submitted to President 
Cleveland intended to be exeommunicative 
of the better jmrtionof the members of the 
Democratic party in California.

able that his latest effort to rule the Dem­ 
ocratic camp will result in reducing him to 
the ranks. 
It certainly has. not advanced 
bis political ambition, and has in no wise 
done harm to his enemies. 


THE 
TROUBLE IN DAKOTA. 


Among the very last acts of President 
A rthur was the throwing open of the 
Winnebago Reservation. This opened to 
settlement some of the very liest lands in 
the southern portion of Dakota. 
It was 
an act the people of Dakota had long de­ 
sired and earnestly jietitionod for, and it 
gave widespread satisfaction in the West 
generally. 
It benefited a large lum ber— 
some ",000—of settlers, and did no injury 
to the Indian tribes. On the incoming of 
Mr. Cleveland, and after settlers had en­ 
tered upon the lands, steps were taken by 
an ‘’ Indian Rights Association” to in­ 
duce the new Executive to revoke the 
order of his predecessor. The m atter was 
sent to the Assistant Attorney-General, 
who reported, sustaining the net of Pres­ 
ident A rthur; but Attorney-General fiar, 
land, in reviewing that opinion, holds 
adversely to his Assistant, and declares 


A PLUCKY WOMAN 


The case of Miss Bwcet takes on some­ 
thing of strong color, when it is more 
thoroughly understood. 
H er father, the 
late General Sweet, was a Union soldier. 
He was in command at one time of Camp 
Douglas, Chicago, and by bis vigilance and 
wisdom he prevented the seizure of Chi­ 
cago by traitorous hands according to plans 
laid by Jacob Thompson, ox-Hoc rotary of 
tiro Interior, who turned against the Gov­ 
ernment that made him what he was, and 
in memory of which arch-rebel the stars 
and strqiCH were placed at half-mast over 
the Interior Department the other day by 
the present incumbent. 
When General 
Grant was made President, he gave Mist 
Ada Sweet the apjiointment of Pension 
Agent, which she now holds. She is an 
intelligent, hard-working woman, and has 
had tqion her hands the raising and sup­ 
port of the family of her fatht-r. General 
G rant appreciated her worth and the ser­ 
vices of her father, and sought to mitigate 
the reverses of fortune that fell upon his 
family after ills death, by giving the daugh­ 
ter employment. It proved a mo-t excellent 
choice for the Government. 
Under her 
administration the agency has been hon­ 
estly, economically and discreetly con­ 
ducted, and in a thoroughly good business 
manner. The lady has now golden opin­ 
ions on all sides. 
Even Commissioner 
Black, in demanding her resignation, pays 
her a high compliment, and refers to her 
very efficient service. 
Her t“rm of office 
does not expire for ten months, but some 
Chicago back ward politician wanted the 
place of the poor woman, and so she was 
officially asked to resign. She has never 
taken any active part in politics, and not 
a single charge is laid at her door for vio­ 
lation of the civil service rules. As one of 
the Chicago papers put it, “ If there is one 
office in the United States which has had 
less politics in its management than an­ 
other, it is the Pension Agency at Chicago 
under Miss Ada C. Sweet.” 
This woman, 
who has demonstrated her ability to com­ 
petently fill a place of tm st without drag­ 
ging the office in the slums of politics, or 
liemeaning herself to bosses and wan! 
strikers, declined to accede to the request 
for her resignation, and 
with remark­ 
able 
spirit 
at 
once 
laid 
the case 
before 
the 
President 
himself, 
who 
lias declared that in subordinate ¡>osi- 
lions there ?hottld be no ousting of compe­ 
tent and faithful officials who have not 
made their places means to partisan ends. 
The whole country admires the pluck of 
Miss Sweet, and if a vote could be taken 
to-day upon the merits of the question, it 
would be safe to wager th a t by such a ma­ 
jority as no official ever received, the man­ 
hood of the oountry would vindicate Ada 
Sweet.

Next, “several hours a day” (rather in ­ 
definite, fair friend! 
I will assum e but 
two), “ for six weeks,” given to the study of 
German, should, even under a teacher de­ 
ficient in professional training (for. astound­ 
ing as it does sound, m y fair friend dis­ 
tin c tly states th at professional harriers only 
follow unnatural m ethods', lead to the ac­ 
quisition of considerable knowledge. Now, 
a too years' course of German. i:t our Gram ­ 
m ar schools, counting the m inutes and hours, 
in equivalent to a six weeks’ course of two 
hours a day, not to take into consideration 
the inestim able value o f consecutive, day 
after day recurring lessons, which feature 
the G ram m ar schools are not enjoying. 
For the highly flattering com plim ent of 
placing th e intellect, and working capacity, 
and incentive to Study o f fourth ararle pupils 
on a par with that of “the fifty prom inent 
people, ’ ladies' and gentlem en,' throe m in­ 
isters am ong th e num ber,’ ” who. after a six 
weeks’ natural coursing in German, enter­ 
tain “ them selves” with "the narration of 
stories and general conversation” in German 
(won’t old M unchausen fee! vexed) for this 
exceeding flattery, in the nam e of m y fourth 
grade pupils I hereby extend m y heart-felt 
sym pathy to m y fair friend and writer, 
trusting that the rem aining forty-nine of 
the class m ay feel thereat as duly elated :us 
those pupils pf mine.

COPERNICUS A NI> WHAT H E THOUGHT. 
About 300 years ago there was a man 
nam ed Copernicus. 
He lived in the city of 
Home and taught m athem atics in one of 
th e great universities. 
H e watched the 
motions of the sun and stars and studied 
them carefully, 
lie could not believe that 
th e sun and moon and stars, each, was fas­ 
tened in a crystal arch that w hirled around 
the earth once a day. This is what other 
people thought, but he believed that such 
beauty as lie saw in the skies roust he due 
to som e sim pler and m ore beautiful ar­ 
rangem ent. 
You rem em ber the little rhym e, 


•• Tw in k le , tw in k le , li ttl e s ta r . 
How I w onder what you are." 
b u t I m ust tell you that all stars do not 
tw inkle. 
If you look at them at night 
when the sky is clearest, you will ~ee how 
lively the light of most of them sparkles 
and flashes, as if they were laughing at 
you, hut if you look carefully you m ay find 
a few that do not tw inkle at a ll; they shine 
witti a clear and steady light. These are 
called pliinets. The earth is one of these 
planets, and if you could get far enough 
aw ay from it you would see it shine as 
bright as any of them . 
Now, Copernicus saw that the sun and 
all these planets are in a system by them ­ 
selves; the tw inkling stars are far away 
beyond them all. 
H e believed the earth to 
be a globe, turning around upon its axis 
once a day. 
He believed the sun and all 
the other planets to be globes, too, and that 
they were w hirling on their own axis also. 
He watched their m otions through the 
heavens, and found that each one has its 
own path in which it travels around the 
sun. 
They leave no track behind them, 
an d yet iheir way is never lost. Tim e after 
tim e has each one traveled over and over 
again its noiseless journey in its smooth 
a n d unm arked pathw ay around the sun. 
Copernicus hardly dared to tell the world 
his new ideas about the heavens, fir it was 
then a dangerous thing to believe anything 
different from what others thought to be 
true. 
Ho who did. would sometimes be 
driven from his home, shut up in prison 
or punished with painful torture. So Cop­ 
ernicus kept hi.-, thoughts to himself, but he 
wrote them out in a little book, and not 
until the very day on w hich he died was 
the first printed copy of it received. 
W hat 
he did not dare to teach w hile alive, every­ 
body has. since his death, learned to be 
true. The sun is the center of th e system, 
the earth and all the other planets go 
around him at different distances in the 
heavens.—[Prof. L. C. Cooley.

The youngsters know their turn iptite 
well. 
As each feels the m om ent arrive it 
throws itself on its stomach as if over- 


the fam ily until bed tim e, w hen he retired. 
H e soon fell asleep, and in a short while 
the other mem bers of the fam ily retired. 
Some tim e during the night the boy's 
m other dream ed that her son was dead. 
The dream was startling in its details, and 
from it the riiotiier awoke with a heavy 
heart.

The evidence

Hr. Boring made a 
postm ortem exam ination, and stated that 
tlie lungs were badly destroyed, and that 
the liver was enlarged. The ju ry ’s verdict 
was in accordance w ith these facte.—[A t­ 
lanta Constitution.

To sume rem ark, some gush, we 
suspect, by a Confederate, W ushbum e re­ 
plied, w ith some other gush, which just at 
th at gushing m om ent of defeat, was thought 
to be u vert’ fine sen tim en t: “ I am proud 
of m y gailaut countrym en of both sides.” 
The silent sm oker rocíe w ithout a word, his 
cigar still unlit, and perhaps the sam e he 
had in the m orning, still between his teeth. 
There was an appearance of firmness about 
the m an and about everything about him . 
The cigar seemed to bo fast rooted in the 
m an, the m an in his saddle, the saddle to 
the horse, the horse to the solid eurth. We 
have never forgot tlie impression of power, 
or that there was with it an im pression of 
sim ple good will and kindness, w hich was 
as distinctive a trait as firmness w ithout 
severity.

P h o to g rap h ic T ests jn W ine.—A M ar­ 
seille- newspaper describes an experim ent 
which dem onstrates that it is possible to 
employ photography to test the quality of 
wine-. 
A m erchant of that city had a pho­ 
tograph made of som e w ine th at he hud re­ 
ceived from Algeria. 
Photography reveals 
chemical alterations in wine by the changes 
in its crystal or in its colors. 
If the wine 
h a-been weakened with water or fortified 
with alcohol, the appearance of the crystals 
will be evidence of it. 
Not only is pho­ 
tography useful in detecting diseased or 
doctored wine, but it will reveal the pres­ 
ence o f fuchsine and other coloring m at­ 
ters. and also indicate its age. its condition 
and the locality of its production. 
W ine is 
subject to a kind of internal m ovem ent of 
change, with age and tem perature, and by 
photographing a w ine at different periods 
of its life the successive stages through 
which it passes can be revealed. This is 
the statem ent made by J.e P’ti> ifarseUlaite 
and if all th a t it claims is practicable, a sort 
of revolution in the w ine business ought in 
tim e to be the result of introducing photo­ 
graphic tests of the condition and quality 
of different vintages. 
If adulterated anil 
spurious wines can be detected with scien­ 
tific certainty, it is a very im portant dis­ 
covery.

Printed m nslins, long discarded, are com­ 
ing into fashion again. 
The sam ples are 
extrem ely beautiful. 
The texture is close 
and soft iike m ull, and the coloring is per­ 
fectly lovely. 
The patterns are mostly 
sprays of flowers m ost exquisitely copied 
from nature—the wild hedge rose, delicate­ 
ly tin te d ; 
the bright blue 
cornflower, 
m ixed w ith ripe wheat ears;

and the forget-me-not are am ong the favor­ 
ite blossoms, pictured in all their natural 
tints, on grounds of cream y white, pearl 
gray, pearl buff, or the faintest shade of 
primrose.

“ M uslin” 
delaines, or 
the 
thinner 
“ chuilles," arc m ade up with surah. 
A 
dress of cream w hite m uslin delaine, w ith 
a pattern of sm all flowers brocaded in vari 
ous shades of blue, and blue surah of a 
m edium shade. The underskirt is of blue 
surah : it is trim m ed with thirteen narrow- 
stitched plaits or tucks in circles round the 
foot. T he sprigged m uslin delaine is plaited 
into a short drapery aero,— the top of the 
skirt in front, caught up very high on the 
hips, and falling into a lim p puff at the 
back. T his puli' is held up by steel bands 
run into the upper puit of the underskirt. 
The bodice o f the sprigged m aterial is an 
open jacket with slanted-off fronts and a 
iouud basque; collar and reverse of surah, 
opening over a tight-fitting surah vest 
fastened straight down the m iddle with 
sm all ball-shaped buttons of silver filigree. 
The sleeves of the jacket bodice are slightly 
puffed at the top and finished w ith long, 
plain facings of surah. This is a very pretty 
model for a young lady's visiting dress or 
for a toilet for a sum m er fete, m orning con­ 
cert, or flower show.

The prehensile 
tree in question sim ilarly throws out from 
its branches long, flexible tendrils, which, 
touching the ground, do not take root 
there, hut tw ine around any article that 
m ay lie w ithin their reach. After a .¡me 
these quasi branches contract, so that they 
fail to reach the ground, but the finger-like 
processes continue to closely grip the article 
round which they have twined themselves, 
and w hich are consequently suspended in 
mid air.

York Wowl-Worker is responsible for the 
following figures, showing how our forests 
are draw n upon: 
“ To m ake shoe pegs 
enough for American use consum es 100.000 
cords of tim ber, and to m ake our lucifer 
matches. 300,000 cubic feet of the best pine 
are required every year. 
Lasts and boot 
trees take <J00,000 cords of birch, beech anc 
maple, and tool handles 500,000 more. 
The baking of our brick consum es 2,0(>0,- 
00" cords of wood, or what would cover 
about .'>0,000 acres of land. Telegraph poles 
already up represent 800,000 trees, and their 
annual repair consum es 300.000 more. The 
ties of our railroads consum e annually 3n 
years'grow th of 70.00" aeres: to fence all 
our railroads would cost $-15,000,000, with 
a yearly expenditure of $10,000,000 for re­ 
pairs. These are some of the ways in 
which American forest- are going. There 
are others : O ur packing boxes, for in­

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L e a t h e r f r o m F i s h S k i n s .—JacobTrnn- 
genwalt, of Philadelphia, has discovered 
that cattish skins may bo tanned into ele­ 
gant and serviceable leather. 
H is first ex­ 
perim ent was on the skin of a fish weigh­ 
ing about 1GÜ pounds. 
H e has now been 
engaged in the business for several years 
aud finds it very profitable. The leather is 
used for anything, from shoe laces to slip­ 
pers, cabas, pocket books and fancy pocket 
case covers, etc. The leather is light gray I 
in color, very soft, and 
Mr. 
T. says 
" tougher than the hide of a badger." This 
bids fair to prove another profitable way of 
disposing of these skins, which have here­ 
tofore been used principally for the m anu­ 
facture of glue and isinglass. 


L e a d i n T i n n i n g .—M. Fordoz gives in 
the Qumot a very sim ple and useful m eth­ 
od for detecting lend in the tinning of cul­ 
inary utensils. The vessels being carefully 
cleaned to rem ove grease, a drop of nitric 
acid is applied to any part, and a gentle 
heat is used to dry the spot.

HATS AND BONNETS. 
From present indications it is safe to 
infer that hats are going to be worn by 
misses and even youthful m atrons in pref­ 
erence to bonnets. 
One of the novelties in 
black 
straw is bound about its brim 
w ith puffing of black velvet. 
It is trim m ed 
very tull in front, of high crown with gold 
net tissue, covered over with black lace and 
a large cluster of buds and roses, interm in­ 
gled with straw lilies of the valley and 
gilded grasses and wild oats, creating» very 
dressy etiect. 
. 
One of the eccentric hats has one side in 
shape of crescent, while the other side is 
formed like a bent full moon, the extra half 
stundm g high above the crescent side, 
which is filled in with high ornam ent of 
peculiar bird's head and wings and tufts 
of ostrich feathers. These irregular sides 
are faced w ith velvet, and the moon por­ 
tion is decorated with golden gauze ribbon, 
with velvet stripes, put on in loops and 
knots. 
Ostrich plum es are not often used, still 
they are som etimes seen on stylish hats, as 
in one of brown and gold straw, with high 
crown and brim turned down on one side 
and up on the other, faced and trim m ed 
with velvet, and show ing in front a cluster 
of five tips, w ith one long plum e passing 
over the side of crown and reaching down 
to the brim in the back. 
A nother hat. w ith rather lower crown 
and rolling brim, corded at edge of brim 
w ith gold, has band o f velvet about crown, 
and is trim m ed in front with a profusion of 
variegated velvet leaves, a chenille basket 
holding hum m ing birds in illtim ináted 
hues, one of the charm ing birds resting 
upon the handle of the chenille basket. 
A charm ing little bonnet in toque shape 
is covered with cloth of gold p u t on full 
over a frame covered with garnet or red 
silk, so that the shades are most effective. 
The brim is puffed, and the trim m ing con­ 
sists of gauze leaves embroidered in colors 
and veined with gold, sm all scarlet flowers, 
with gold and green leaves and a branch 
o f gilded wild oats standing over the flow­ 
ers. 
For visiting, a becoming bonnet lias the 
front of Alicante velvet, in large puff. 
The 
crown is formed of net, covered w ith a lace 
appliqued, w ith velvet circles embroidered 
with gold thread. A large rosette of ostrich 
tips, flecked with gold and gold aigrette in 
its center, finishes this stylish bonnet. 
Still another odd bonnet lias front in V 
shape. T he brim is formed of velvet, laid 
in folds on inside and outside, each fold 
being secured by 
an ornam ental gold­ 
headed pin. so the'effect is as if the brim 
was finished w ith curiously-carved gold 
beads. 
Inside, a cluster of velvet leaves 
and flowers are arranged, tilling the front. 
The crown is covered with a puff of lace 
and loops of em broidered ribbon, which 
also forms strings, are clustered in front 
and stand up above crown.—[Philadelphia 
Times. 
BUTTONS AND CLASPS.

Black silk m uslin for m ourning is em ­ 
broidered over witli sm all dots ior kerchiefs, 
cuffs, plastrons, or other accessories to the 
toilet.

E n g lan d and Russia. 
L ondon, April 17th.—Gladstone, in the 
H ouse of Commons this afternoon, stated 
th a t the Governm ent had to-day received 
from Sir lV ter Lum sden a reply to their re­ 
quest for an independent report upon the 
l'eujdeh incident. In this, it is stated that 
General K om aroii was aware, a t as early a 
«late as the 28th of March, of the under­ 
standing agreed upon on March 17th be­ 
tween E ngland anil Russia. According to 
th e term s of this understanding England 
was to deter the Afghans and the Czar was 
to deter liis troops 'from advancing beyond 
the positions they then respectively occu­ 
pied—until some subsequent agreem ent 
abi m l the demarcation of the Afghan fron­ 
tier eoulil be reached between the two Gov­ 
ernm ents. Tiie battle on the Ivushk was 
fought, therefore, several days after General 
Kuinarufi" iiad been m ade aware of the 
agreem ent to not advan -e. 
It will he rem em bered th at Captain 
Yutes, a llritisli oilicer, who witnessed the 
battle, was assured b.v the Russian officer 
w ho eommandetPin tlie light, ill it he knew 
nothing of the understanding of Match 
17t tt- ¡íir i’etcr Lum sden’s present rt 
appears to warrant the inference that, w 
ever General 
K om arolf knew officially 
about St. Petersburg’s agreem ent with 
London, lie kept to himself. 
G ladstone being asked if the G overnm ent 
had protested against the recent occupation 
of l’eujdeh bv General Komaroii, and his 
establishm ent of a Russian adm inistration 
there, answered that the G overnm ent had 
not yet made the little occurrence th e sub­ 
ject of official com m unication w ith Russia. 
T he Government was aw aiting further in ­ 
formation, the Prem ier said, concerning 
these events. Continuing, Gladstone said : 
*• We asked Sir Peter Lumsden for full and 
consecutive accounts of the events of the 
30;h of March, the day the battle on the 
K ushk was fought. A telegram has been 
received since we sent our request. The 
telegram is dated a t Tirpul, A pril 13th. 
It 
is in cipher, and is now being deciphered. 
W e shall he unable to say anything fur­ 
ther upon this branch of tiie subject until 
this dispatch is lully deciphered. 
The fact 
that tl^- Russian com m ander was aw are of 
the agreem ent of th e 17th ot March before 
the 30th of March, and ¡he question as to 
w hether or not he acted upon instructions 
or contrary to instructions concerning th at 
agreem ent, will form the subject of future 
com m unications between the Government 
and Russia. 
In regard to .he reported es- 
tahlisl nnent of a Russian adm inistration at 
Penjdeh, the G overnm ent knows nothing 
officially, and m ust aw ait fuller informa- 
li n.” 
Gladstone concluded by saying: 
“ Tiie 
G overnm ent will, on Monday or Tuesday 
next, ask the House to sanction n vole of 
credit. 
W hen this is requested, we shall 
state how m uch money is wanted and w hat 
it is wanted for, and then shall probably be 
able to cover the entire question fully.”

thus affording all interested an opportu­ 
nity to be heard. 
Mr. Barclay H enley ap­ 
peared before them and made an elaborate 
argum ent in defense of 
Ilia TITI.n TO IIIS GOBBLED LANDS. 
H is brother also appeared and was heard 
as fully as he desired. O ther squatters 
were also heard, as were the Indians con­ 
cerned, the officers and servants of the 
Agency, and neighboring land owners. The 
testim ony adduced ut this patient hearing 
fills nearly ri>0 pages of closely-printed 
docum ent m atter. 
I have now, after this 
brief statem ent of the circumstances, mere­ 
ly room to append a portion of the report 
of the comm ittee, reserving arty com m ents 
for another comm unication. 
The com m ittee says: 
“ The committee 
found the Indians confined in the use of 
their reservation to very narrow lim its— 
about 3,000 acres of valley land, and about 
1,000 or 2,000 acres of th e' upland, together 
with such use of the upland occupied by the 
w hite men as could be obtained by the 
stealthy and occasional occupation of it by 
the Agency herd. 
The Agencv had at one 
tim e a herd of nearly 1,000 cattle, but this 
had been reduced from year to year, and 
crowded down upon narrow lim its by the 
occupation of their grazing grounds bv 
others, until the land left for the Indians 
supported w ith difficulty, at the tim e the 
comm ittee were ut the Agency, about 400 
head of cattle, and those in so sear.tv a 
m anner th at they were killed for beef "be­ 
fore they were full grown anti fattened, and 
furnished food for the Indians of an inferior 
quality. The agent, not being able to sup­ 
ply beef enough from this sm all herd, has 
been obliged to purchase from 50,000 to 
00,000 pounds of beef each year. 
This 
beef bad latterly been purchased of the 
very men w ho were enjoying the exclusive 
use of alm ost th e entire reservation, as has 
been stated. The cattle were fattened free 
of all charge upon the lands of tho reser­ 
vation, and then sold to the agent to sup­ 
port the Indians.
